Consignors also appreciate that we go out of our way to not run duplicates. 


As a collector for 60 years and auctioneer since 1968, | recognize the fun and importance of the history, and 
research behind each coin or banknote, which is emphasized by our expert catalogers. We then supplemented 
this numismatic education by offering free numismatic literature and memberships. 


In this sale there are many affordable collector coins in our Federal section which encompasses Colonials 
through gold. Tokens and medals are offered as well as collections of So-called Dollars, Bryan Money, 
Exposition coinage and Exonumia.

“It was the early twenties, | was selling Colliers magazine, and a lady paid me with an 1883 ‘no cents’ nickel. She 
said, ‘Sonny, keep this coin, the government made a mistake, and someday this will be valuable.’

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Meet Our STAFF 


Donald H. Kagin, Ph.D. was born into a numismatic family and began his professional 
numismatic career cataloging auctions for his father A.M. “Art” Kagin and Uncle Paul in 
1968. Since then he has assisted in cataloging scores of catalogs including four Official 
ANA auctions, which included the unique five-books-in-one 1977 sale and the 1983 sale 
featuring the iconic cover design, “Lady Liberty” by Peter Max. 


Numismatic education and innovation has been at the forefront of Kagin’s career. He 
attained the nation’s first B.A. degree in numismatics at Northwestern University and the 
first numismatic Ph.D. from the Union Institute and University. Since 1972 many of his 
research papers have appeared in several professional journals including the Journal of 
President Economic History and The Numismatist where he has won the coveted Heath Literary 
Award. 


Kagin’s first book, Private Gold Coins and Patterns of the United States, was published in 1981 and is considered 
the reference book for this series. His other specialty is U.S. paper currency and his “The Numismatist” 
manuscript, Treasury Notes of the War of 1812, is considered the definitive work on the subject. 


Besides cataloging, writing, lecturing and teaching numismatics, Kagin is a member of several numismatic clubs 
and organizations and has served on several boards. Currently he serves as a board member of The Industry 
Counsel for Tangible Assets, The National Silver Dollar Round Table and as Vice President of The American 
Numismatic Association. 


Nina Ann Phan entered the coin industry in the early 2000's where she was responsible 
for organizing the successful Trade & Grade coin shows in Las Vegas. She then joined the 
Bowers and Merena team and transitioned quickly to become the manager of the Stacks 
Bowers & Ponterio Hong Kong Auctions. 


Prior to joining Kagin’s as Auction Director Nina was the consignment director at the online 
auction house, Great Collections, for nearly three years. 


Before her numismatic career, Nina not only studied dance, ballet, musical theory, and 
piano, but also coordinated events for large automotive companies and associations. In 
addition she is certified in personal training, sports nutrition, yoga, spin, boxing, and Muay 
Thai kickboxing.

Frank Van Valen has been checking his pocket change since he was 11 years old in 1961. 
He began his professional numismatic writing career 30 years ago, for a nationally known 
firm in Wolfeboro, NH, near where he still lives. He worked on such landmark sales as 

the Norweb and Bass collections, and had a hand in virtually every catalog from that firm 
between 1987 and 2016. At ease with “everything in the Red Book,” Van Valen has co- 
instructed, with Dave Lange of NGC, a course on U.S. type coins at the annual American 
Numismatic Association Summer Seminar several times; he was a student there in 1985 just 
prior to beginning his professional career. He has been an ANA member since 1980, now 
a life member, has delivered numerous Numismatic Theater and Money Talks presentations 
at the annual summer ANA World's Fair of Money, beginning back in 1989, and serves as VP of the Love Token 
Society. He has been a contributor to the Red Book for 27 consecutive years.

Bryan Stoughton has been a catalog designer his whole career as an artist. In the 1980s 

he opened a small design studio in Orange County that serviced local ad agencies creating 
ad layouts, brochures, catalogs and many other projects. For the next eight years he would 
transform his business from a traditional design studio to a full-service cutting edge studio 
offering typesetting and design in the early days of desktop publishing. 


In the 1990s he moved on to head the graphics department of a large publisher in the 
Optical industry. There he designed editorial publications, product guides, and multi-media 
projects. 


In 2004 he joined the numismatic community at Bowers and Merena (now Stacks Bowers 
Galleries) after their purchase by Spectrum Numismatics where he brought his talent of creating quality artwork 
to take on the design and production of their Coin and Currency auction catalogs, ads and marketing projects 
for over twelve years. 


Now as a freelance designer, he works on a variety of projects for local auction companies including a wine 
auction house, a fine arts auction house, a numismatic publisher, and now at Kagin’s as a catalog layout 
specialist and designer of their various marketing projects. 


Todd Pollock owner of BluCC Photos began taking images of his coin collection in 2006 as 
a way to share it with other collectors. A self-taught photographer, Pollock's initial efforts 
involved experimenting with a wide variety of lenses, lights and techniques to create the 
best set-up to shoot his favorite coins. Once he figured out the perfect set-up, Pollock 
began sharing his images online, and several collectors and dealers asked if he would image 
their coins. By 2008, as interest in his coin photography grew among coin enthusiasts, and 
more and more requests came in for his work, Pollock left his day job and formed BluCC 
— J) % Photos (www.bluccphotos.com). Since then, he has taken pictures of more than 100,000 
Uf Ps See coins representing all denominations and dating from current day to ancients. His work 
Wisi ==) has been featured in The Numismatist, CoinWorld and Numismatic News. He has taught 
several advanced photography courses at the at American Numismatic Association's Summer Seminar. Pollock 
has imaged coins for more than 500 clients who represent some of the country’s best known and most prolific 
collectors, as well as some of the best known auctions houses including Kagin’s. Today, Pollock continues to 
grow his business, travel to major shows in the U.S. and Asia to shoot coins and remains an avid collector. 
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THE IMPORTANCE OF A No Reserve AUCTION 


For most numismatists, collecting is a passion. It is challenging, fun and educational. Making a profit is usually 
not our primary incentive. But, of course almost all of us want to do financially well for our families if not 
ourselves. After all, this can be an expensive hobby. Getting the most for your collection is certainly a factor in 
determining which firm you will work with to market and sell your collection. 


Today most auction houses (not just in numismatics) are willing to protect their consignors’ lots by placing a 
minimum reserve on selected items so those lots will not sell for what they believe to be “too little”. This is 
especially true for coin dealers whose primary focus is to make a profit or at least to avoid losing money on a 
coin or bank note. This is perfectly reasonable. By setting a reserve, the consignor is not gambling that the item 
will go for too little or that he would have to buy it back and in doing so, not having access to the coin and even 
having to pay a fee to compensate the auction house. 


The down side of reserves, however, is that a consignor often ends up not selling a number of coins and has to 
go through the time and trouble of attempting to sell it again. And for the professional, besides the buy-back 
costs mentioned above, there is also the taint of owning a coin with a no sale auction record.

We want to encourage everyone to participate 
knowing everything will sell. Of course that doesn’t insure everyone will be awarded a lot or that the one you 
desire will go cheap. Consignors are not barred from bidding successfully on their material as long as they pay 
the same buyer's premium as everyone else. Many lots, especially ones that have not been on the market for 
some time, will bring much more than our estimates. But that is why auctions are often the best way to sell 
special and rare coins—they can often bring record prices! 


An ExpLANaATion Asout Our EsTIMATES 


Kagin’s has had a long tradition for providing most lots with estimates of values as a way of educating and 
assisting collectors. We recognize that in these days of values being readily available electronically through PCGS 
CoinFacts, NGC Explorer (both of which we have linked to all appropriates lots) and Heritage Auction Archives, 
accessing relatively updated values is far easier electronically than 75 years ago. But we also are sensitive to these 
sites’ limitations, viz: many potential bidders simply do not use the internet to, or may not even have access to 
this information. Also most of us realize that coins are not fungible widgets and that each coin is different with 
varying degrees of originality, luster, eye appeal, etc. so one value does not fit all. 


Our estimates provide a range of what we believe to be low wholesale (what most would believe to be a bargain 
price) to fair retail. THEY ARE NOT MEANT TO BE FINITE RANGES NOR LIMIT YOUR BIDDING. Since the 
entire sale is unreserved it is entirely possible to pick up a “screaming deal” below our low estimates. (Bidding 
will start at 5% above the second highest mail/electronic bid prior to the live auction-- in the case of no bids we 
will not start at $1 when a coin is worth $10,000 but at a bid which will not unreasonably slow the sale while 
ensuring 100% sell through). 


Conversely, the higher estimate may be perceived to be too low by those who have been looking for decades 
for a particular item or variety to complete a set (and there are many in this sale). This is especially true for a 
unique piece or one that has not been available for sale for decades-and may not be available again in one’s 
lifetime.

It is still unknown just 
who or which firm produced these beautiful miniature artworks. The firm of 
Wells Fargo played a vital role in much of the shipping throughout the Mother 
Lode region, and by 1880 there were more than 530 Wells Fargo offices in the 
U.S., including 100 or so in the Mother lode region alone.

It was issued privately by Thomas L. Elder, a New 
York City coin dealer who cut quite the path across the numismatic scene during 
his lifetime, and with the help of the New York Numismatic Club. The piece was 
designed by Frank C. Higgins, modeled by Swedish sculptor John Gellert, and 
struck by Medallic Art Co.

Meanwhile gold bullion continued to flow into the 
area with no place for it to be coined into money. Kellogg and 
Richter were implored by California bankers to open their own 
assaying office to melt and assay gold. They soon opened such 
an operation on 106 Montgomery Street. 


Later that year the partnership split up with Kellogg forming a 
new assaying operation with John Hewston, Jr. and later with 
Augustus Humbert. The later partnership produced the S.S. 
Central America treasure ingot also in this sale.

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The LDS Mormon Gold and Currency Collection 


While not comprehensive, the following 40 lots contain an excellent diverse offering of coins and currency produced by the early 
Mormon pioneers during their journey west from their New York origins and the first few years in their new home of Salt Lake City. 
It is one of the largest offerings of this series to be available in auction in many years. 

Of all the fascinating tales of pioneer numismatic history, few can compare with the Mormons and the development of their 
coinage. Led first by Joseph Smith and, after his demise during their journey west, by Brigham Young, the majority of their converts 
sought to establish their own unique community without outside interference. Young was a city planner, engineer, religious leader, 
politician and one of the most brilliantly resourceful executives in American history. Among his and the Mormon numismatic related 
accomplishments was the first public announcement of the discovery of gold in California and subsequent promotion of the gold 
mining industry, the striking of the first privately issued coins from that gold rush, the issuance of the first American $20 gold piece, 
and the introduction of an entirely new alphabet and its use on a coin. 


Unfortunately, many of the Mormon issues were soon discredited by outsiders for not being backed by specie or, in the case of the 
gold pieces, not containing much more than 80% of the purported value of the coin. However, the coins and notes were accepted 
and traded widely among the brethren. 


While many of the following pieces are quite rare, it is the enormous demand, especially from followers of The Church of Latter Day 
Saints, known as “Mormons”, that have driven values up faster than almost all other series of coin. 


It is likely that many of the items offered here will not be available again for decades. 


Mormon Gold Coinage 


The Deseret Valley-Mormon coinage of 1849 was the first of the Gold Rush-era coinages struck from native California gold, 
predating the multitude of actual California issues by several months. The Mormon coins proudly proclaims G.S.L.C.P.G., or Great 
Salt Lake City Pure Gold, but their average fineness was anywhere from .866 to .899, though the quality of the gold-silver mix was 
not the problem. Instead, the weight of the Deseret gold coins was often called into account, as virtually all Mormon gold coins 
were worth almost 20% less across the denominations than their face values of $2.50, $5, $10, or $20 proclaimed. As a result, 
when the Mormon issues fled Deseret in commerce and wound up in California or elsewhere, they were heavily discounted and 
frequently melted, which results in their rarity today across the four denominations.

Restrikes from the Original Dies 


The following four restrikes were struck from the original 1849- 
1860 dies created by the Church's Deseret Mint and distributed 
during the Pioneer Jubilee Celebration in 1897 to commemorate 
the 50-year anniversary of the Mormons entering the Salt Lake 
Valley on June 24, 1847. Only a single die was used for each 
piece, presumably so the blank backs could be used to mount the 
coins for display. All but one known piece are uniface. 


Most pieces were struck in copper with some being gilded to 
resemble the original gold coins with gilt copper wire soldered 
on the backs so they could be displayed on cardboard. Only six 

complete sets are possible of each die pair and most of these have 
been broken up long ago. It is doubtful more than one or two sets 
exist today (this does not include some very rare pieces struck in 
lead and a couple of unique varieties). It would be a tremendous 
challenge today to assemble such a set.

A truly UNIQUE opportunity. (8 pieces in lot) 
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Mormon Currency 


Mormon leader Joseph Smith led his converts of his new religion west from New York where in 1836 they settled in Kirtland, Ohio. 
Much has been written regarding the Kirtland Safety Society Bank and the banknotes which emanated from it. Formed in 1836 
after which the first banknotes were issued (technically on January 4th of 1837) the bank was, in retrospect, destined to fail, which 
it did three months later. Church leaders had petitioned for a state charter to issue banknotes. Unfortunately, they were unable 

to obtain a legal charter, which realistically was not all that unusual as many banks in the eastern United States at the time also 
operated without proper legal charters. This resulted in some of the first types of Kirtland notes of $1, $2, and $3 denominations 
being over-stamped with tiny “Anti” and ‘ing” before and after the word Bank in an apparent effort to not refer to the society as a 
bank and thereby circumvent the law which required a charter. 


After a few dozen of these over-stamped notes were issued, the bank realized that stamping these notes was a major and tedious 
undertaking and the subsequent vast majority of Kirtland notes were no longer counter-stamped. 


Timing was also a problem as the panic of 1837, fueled by rising and speculative land values occurred early in that year and was 
also responsible for the demise of hundreds of other banks. Also, soon after the bank's formation, fraud became a problem. This 
was mainly due to the actions of Warren Parish who utilized the bank as a personal source of funding to further his speculation in 
land. His name appears on several of the notes in this auction. 

A complete set of Kirtland Banknotes is difficult but not impossible to assemble. It would include 19 different distinct types not 
including four different configurations of uncut sheets. Twelve of these types and one uncut sheet are available in this auction. 
Two different Anti-Banking notes and two counter-signed notes are also offered. Only some of the extremely rare notes which 
were stamped Anti-Banking and then re-issued for use in Salt Lake City are absent. 


The Kirtland notes were backed by nothing other than the promise of the Mormon Church to pay and were soundly repudiated by 
non-church members. After their failure in Kirtland Joseph Smith prophesized that “someday these will be worth as good as gold!” 


Smith was murdered before the Brethren finally settled for good in Salt Lake City, Utah. On January 24, 1848 gold was discovered 
in California and many of the first prospectors were Mormons some of which had come by ship to San Francisco two years earlier 
in the thought that that town would be the Mormon’s new home. Others has recently disbanded from the “Mormon Battalion” 
which had come to fight against the Mexicans for California Independence but actually saw little or no action. 

At the end of the mining season many made their way to Salt Lake City where new leader, Brigham Young has some of the gold 
dust melted and made into gold coins. The Church was in possession of a number of unused and/or redeemed Kirtland notes 
which Young along with Heber C. Kimball, N.K. Whitney, and the monogram “TB” for Thomas Bullock, re-signed and re-issued. 
The Church backed the notes with the new gold coins thus realizing Smith's prophesy! 

This is the only time in history that such a re-issuance of this type has occurred. 

After leaving Kirtland, the Mormons settled in the early 1840s in Nauvoo, Illinois along the banks of the Mississippi. Again, they 
printed paper currency resembling stock certificates and scrip more than banknotes, and many different organizations within the 
community created different issues. Most scrip issued in Nauvoo are among the rarest of any Mormon currency, with many issues 
surviving with less than 10 examples known. 

They subsequently moved west again and arrived in the Salt Lake Valley in 1847 where they soon began printing “Valley Notes”, 
commonly called “White Notes”, which were printed on plain paper. 

What follows is one of the finest selections of Mormon currency to ever cross the auction block at one time. Several are among 
the finest known and very rare, so if you don’t take advantage of this opportunity now, it could be many years to get another 
chance if ever.

Recently a partial sheet (5-5-10) of signed notes with the 
bottom $10 missing sold for an undisclosed amount in a private 
sale. The 20-10 and 50-100 are the other two configurations 
and are very rare.

This is one of the gems in this auction as it was one of the few Kirtland notes which was re-signed and re-issued for use in Salt Lake 
City. For collectors the seven signatures/monograms on this note make it exceptionally desirable. Originally signed by Joseph 
Smith Jr. and S. Rigdon, in Kirtland it acquired the additional signatures of Brigham Young, N.K. Whitney, Heber C. 
Kimball and the monogram initial “TB” of Thomas Bullock. Although known to use multiple scribes for signing in Kirtland the 
signatures of Smith and Rigdon cannot be confirmed or verified to be those of the Prophet or Rigdon themselves however the re- 
signing signatures of the other four including that of Brigham Young are accepted to be their actual signatures. 

These countersigned notes are literally a who's who of autographs of the early leadership of the Mormon Church. Joseph Smith, 
the first Prophet of the Church was followed by Brigham Young. Sidney Rigdon was a prominent leader of the early Church who 
worked closely with Joseph Smith Jr. but was later excommunicated. It is interesting the way the signatures were applied as Heber 
C. Kimball greatly disliked Rigdon and re-signed these notes on top of Rigdon’s signature in an attempt to obliterate it. The scrip TB 
was that of Thomas Bullock who was a Secretary to the First Presidency of the Church and his initial further authorized these notes 
as valid. 

These notes when re-issued in Salt Lake City were embossed with the “Seal of The Twelve Apostles.” This embossing soon wore 
flat and cannot be seen on most of the countersigned notes however on this note it is still faintly visible on the left side of the note. 
When the Kirtland bank failed in Ohio their banknotes were worthless and essentially not backed by any intrinsic value. When re- 
issued in Salt Lake City they were backed by gold and gold dust which was brought into the valley from the returning members of 
the Mormon Battalion who were some of the original 49’ers who discovered gold in California. This fulfilled a prophecy stated by 
Joseph Smith in Ohio that these notes would someday be as good as gold. 


Note: Although depicted as “Rust 8” on the PMG label it is actually “Rust 71.” Rust 8 is a non-countersigned $10 and this is a 
countersigned $10.

Norton Notes 


These notes are known to have nine varieties over a ten year 
period. 


Norton began issuing notes in November 1870 payable at 7 
percent interest. These initial notes were printed by Cuddy & 
Hughes. 


The note listed in this sale is a type 6 note. Type 6 notes were 
issued from January to July in 1878, at 5 percent interest. They 
were printed by Chas. Murdoch & Company. All type 6 notes 
known are in the 50-cent denomination. 


The last known issued note, #3042, was on 8 January 1880, 
the day the Emperor passed away. 


This high serial number suggests that the good Emperor had 
just over 3,000 notes printed! Of that number, less than 40 
are still known to exist, with no more than 11 of any one 
type. 

It was chosen as one of the 100 Greatest American Currency 
Notes in the book by the same name by Q. David Bowers and 
David M. Sundman. This note is graded by PMG at VF30 tied 
with the finest known.

The Emperor Norton Story 


Joshua Norton was a businessman who came to San Francisco 
from South Africa in the 1850's. After making a few real estate 
purchases with a $40,000 inheritance, he invested in a ship 
load of rice. He intended to corner the rice market due to the 
large population of Chinese in the “City”. Unfortunately, three 
other shiploads arrived in the bay shortly thereafter, destroying 
the rice market and bankrupting Norton. 


Whether the financial distress was the cause or not, Norton left 
San Francisco for a few years and returned the self-proclaimed 
“Emperor of the United States and the Protector of Mexico”. 


Like any good leader of a government, real or imagined, the 
Emperor had to raise capital to support his government, hence, 
the Emperor Norton Notes. 


No one was really sure if he was insane or just eccentric. 
Nonetheless, he could eat in their best restaurants in town for 
free, was saluted by the local police officers and much loved 
by the community. He was also famous for his proclamations 
and edicts and decrees including the firing of Abraham Lincoln 
and the Congress; his decree that dissolved and abolished 

the Democratic and Republican parties because of the party 
strife now existing within his realm; a decree demanding that 
Sacramento clean its muddy streets and place gaslights on 
streets leading to the capitol. 


He was also a visionary, ordering that a survey be taken to see if 
a suspension bridge or tunnel was the best method for joining 
the cities of San Francisco and Oakland to ease transportation 
between the two cities. 


Evidence of the affection that San Francisco held for this 
monarch was on clear display when more than 20,000 people 
attended his funeral in 1880.
